The Old Custom House at Third 
and Olive streets would be an ideal 
location for the proposed St. Louis 


museum of science which is being 
fostered by the Academy of Science, 
W. D. Shipton, secretary of the 
academy, said today to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter. 
Demolition of the ‘81-year-old 
building, started last week by the; 
National Park. Service as part of 
its plans for development of the 


riverfront memorial park, continued 


today in the face of mounting pro- 
tests from St. Louisans who would 
like to see the sturdy landmark 
preserved. 
“The academy has applied to the 
Park Service for permission to use 
part of the old Courthouse as a 
museum, but we would much pre- 
for a building devoted exclusively 
to museum purposes,” Prof. Ship- 
ton said. 3 

“While I am not familiar with 
the structure and don’t know how 
great the problem of converting it 
would be, it certainly would make 
an excellent museum if it still is 
structurally sound. Of course, I 
dislike seeing the building torn 
down in any event, as I favor the 
preservation of Jandmarks on gen- 
eral principles.” 

He asserted St. Lovis was the 


deemed desirable establish and 
maintain museums in connection 
therewith.” 

A view of what St. Louisans of 
80 years ago thought of the Cus- 
tom House is recorded in Richard 
Edwards’ “Great West and History 
of St. Louis,” published in 1860. The 
structure was one of two public 
buildings described in the book, the 
other being the. Merchants’ Ex-+ 
change. 

Edwards said: “The building has 
all that stamina and massiveness 
peculiar to Egyptian architecture,

The floating fortress, described 
by the London press at the time of 
her launching as one of the “larg- 
est battleships ever built in this 
country,” mounts 10 14-inch guns 
in two quadruple turrets and one 
twin turret, 16 5.25-inch guns and 
many lighter ones. 

The ship was designed to carry 
three airplanes and 1500 officers 
and men. It has a speed of about 
30 knots.

Gillette Says Estimate 


Is Impossible of Total | 


Outlay in Presidential Contest—What 
St. Louis Families Gave. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 24 (AP).— 


Nearly three-fourths of the more 


than $22,000,000 reported to. the 
Senate Campaign Expenditures 
Committee as having been spent in 
the Roosevelt-Willkie presidential 
contest was listed today as the 
cost of the campaign in nine piv- 
otal states. 

Likewise, the reports before the 
committee, headed by Senator Gil- 
lette (Dem.), Iowa, indicated the 
same proportion of contributions 
(totaling in excess of $23,400,000) 
came from the same states—New 
York, Pennsylvania, Illinois, Cali- 
fornia, Ohio, Michigan, Massachu- 
setts, Indiana and New Jersey. 

A “rough guess” that between 
$50,000,000 and $60,000,000 was spent 
in the 1940 political campaigns was 
made by Gillette. 

Gillette’s Estimate. 

“I believe expenditures probably 
were three times the reported to- 
tal,” Gillette said. “The committee 
compilation does not include cam- 
paign funds used by county or lo- 
cal candidates and committees. It 
does not include campaign costs 
for House candidates. It does not 
include hundreds who are under 
no legal requirement to make re- 
ports such as money spent for 
newspaper and billboard advertis- 
ing within states and local jurisdic- 
tions. No one could make an ac- 
curate estimate of the total cam- 
paign costs.” 

The report, approved by the com- 
mittee and to be sent to the Senate 
later, said Republican organiza- 
tions reported spending $14,941,143,

SUES TO BAR ENFORCEMENT 
OF GARBAGE TRUCK ORDINANCE 


Operator of Lovejoy (Ill) Stock 
Farms Oharges $200 City Li- 
Fee Is Excessive. 
Suit to enjoin the city from en- 
forcing an ordinance requiring all 
haulers of garbage not employed 
by the city to pay an annual license 
fee of $200 per truck was filed in 
Circuit Court yesterday by Arthur 
L. Button, operator of the Lovejoy 
Stock Farms, Lovejoy, II. 
The petition, presented to Judge 
David J. Murphy, stated that But- 
ton holds garbage hauling con- 
tracts with Richmond Heights, 
University City and Maplewood. 
The license requirement of the 
ordinance was set up in = April, 
1937, but no effort was made to 
enforce it, the petition asserted, 
until six months ago. Since then, 
12 of Button’s drivers have been 
arrested, it was stated by his at- 
torney, Gregory M. Rebman. 
The licensing provisions of the 
ordinance, the petition held, should 
not apply to Button, because the 
fees required are excessive and 
because they interfere with his 
right to engage in interstate com- 
merce. There is no way for him 
to get his trucks into Illinois from 
St. Louis County, his petition as- 
serted, without traversing city 
streets.

Police Called Before, 

She apparently had not grasped 
the fact that. she had killed 
her husband until this mor#ing, 
when she asked about her son. 
Told that he had. been released 
on bond but would appear at the 
Coroner’s inquest, she said: “Is 
Jack dead? I didn’t mean to kill 
him. 1 was afraid of people.” 


Quarrel After Dinner. 

The quarrel last night began 
shortly after dinner. Mr. and Mrs. 
Burns were in the living room. 
Rodemich, a student, had gone 
upstairs to study for his midyear 
examinations. The Negro maid, 
Leonia Harris, was washing dishes 
in the kitchen. 

“he maid told police she heard 
Mrs. Burns begin to denounce her 
husband because he had forgotten 
to bring home some new clothes 
for her which had been UWelivered 
at the jewelry store.

Fired Six Shots.

As the scuffle between 
Burns and Rodemich moved into 
the hall, she fired at Burns, She 
fired six shots in all, then told 
her son to call police. 

When police arrived they found 
Burns lying outside the house on 
the back steps. He had been shot 
in the left eye, chin, throat and 
chest. There were powder burns 
on his face, indicating he had been 
shot at close range. 

Mrs. Burns was lying on the 
dining room floor. She had a cut 
on her head and was moaning 
hysterically. The revolver was 


clutched in her right hand. 

She was too hysterical at Po- 
lice Headquarters to tell a co- 
herent story, but she told police 
that fights in her -home were fre- 
quent and that she and her hus- 
band had come to blows as re- 
cently as two weeks ago. She and 
Burns, who hed operated the 
jewelry store at 320 Collinsville 
avenue for 16 years, were married 
seven years ago.

Rogers Hornsby, as the trade 
saw him, was a natural-born hit- 
ter.

AST year, while Hornsby was 

managing the Oklahoma City 

club in the Texas League, a 
young catcher named Jimmy He- 
gan was sent to Hornsby for bat- 
ting instruction, The Cleveland In- 
dians thought he was a good pros- 
pect, but the player was a one- 
field hitter. That’s a handicap. In- 
field and outfield can shift for a 
hitter like that, making it more 
difficult to make hits fall safe. 
The versatile batter, who can hit 
to all fields, forces the defending 
outfield and infield to play 
straightaway, leaving wider gaps 
between fielders. 

“Watch this Hegan,” Hornsby 
said the other day, during a fan- 
ning bee about hitting and bat- 
ting instruction. “He's a big 
fellow, an excellent receiver, and 
during the short time he was 
with me at Oklahoma City he 
learned to hit to all fields. It’s 
all a matter of timing and you 
can control that to some extent. 
If a right-handed batter is pull- 
ing each ball he hits, that: means 
he’s starting his swing too sqon. 
You gotta slow up his swing. 
If he’s pushing the ball to right, 
he’s starting late.

Arguments for and against the 
controversial city-wide zoning bill 
were advanced at the fifth of a 
series of eight public hearings be- 
fore the Aldermanic Zoning ‘Com- 
mittee at the Municipal Auditorium 
yesterday, with most of the 50 per- 
sons in the audience indicating by 
their applause that they were 
against the measure. 

The -earing was for property 
owners in the Twénty-fifth, Twen- 
ty-sixth and Twenty-eighth wards. 
The sixth hearing, et 2 o’clock next 
Thursday afternoon, will be for 
Wards 1, 22 and 27. 

Speaking in favor of the bill, 
Thomas W. White, a lawyer living 
at 5244 Westminster place, cited 
decisions of the United States Su- 
preme Court holding that a “com- 
prehensive plan” of zoning was 
constitutional. Zoning protects 
property values of the majority, he 
said, although restrictions may be 
opposed by a selfish minority. 

Cites Assessed Values. 

Total assessed value of homes 
on his block, where boarding houses 
are prohibited, is $379,000; he said, 
while the same block on Washing- 
ton boulevard, which includes sev- 
eral rooming houses, is only $247,- 
000 


He was interrupted by Ray E. 
White, real estate dealer living in 
Clayton, who said, “It’s:you people 
in the 5200 block of Westminster 
who ruined Washington by put- 
ting chains across your street and 
diverting all the traffic over to 
Washington. I think Westminster 
would make a fine street for 
through traffic.” 

“There’s an illustration of . my 
point,” the attorney answered. 
“He’s destroyed Washington; now 
he wants to destroy Westmin- 
ster.” 

Opposing the bill, Chase Ulman, 
4931 Lindell boulevard, who said 
he probably had erected more 
buildings for personal investment 
than anyone else in St. Louis, of- 
fered to bet Attorney White $25 
the bill would be held unconstitu- 
tional because it is “unreasonable 
and drastic.” He objected partic- 
ularly to requirements that 
churches and other public build- 
ings provide adjoining parking 
lots, and that commercial and in- 
dustrial buildings have loading 
platforms inside the building or on 
a public alley. 

Parking Provision Attacked. 
The parking lot requirement also 
was attacked by an attorney rep- 


resenting Mount Calvary Lutheran) 


Church. Answering Mrs. William 
B, Ittner, 5553 Bartmer avenue, 
who had said “single family dwel- 
lings are the backbone of the city 
and should be _ protected,” the 
church representative said there 
would be no homes if it were not 
for the church.

property and to hell with the rest 
of the city.”

Four residents of the 5900 block 
of Clemens avenue, who have pre- 
vented the Cornwell family from 
eonstructing a filling station at 
Hamilton and Clemens avenue aft- 
er public hearings before the Board 
of Public Service and the Zoning 
Board of Adjustment, said the “ill 
as now drawn would allow the 
filling station to be built. They 
asked that the measure be amend- 
ed in this respect or defeated. 

Francis M. O’Brien, attorney, pre- 
dicted that downtown property 
would be converted to pasture if 
the bill passed and made a spirited 
appeal in behalf of a vacant lot on 
Des Peres avenue, which would be 
changed from industrial to multiple 
dwelling property by the proposed 
bill. . 

“The lot is bounded by an alley, 
a railroad track and some city 
property, and yet they say it must 
be used for dwellings,” he protest- 
ed.

CULBERTSON AND his associates have completely re- 
vamped and simplified the fundamental rules of their bridge 
system, and have finally succeeded in formulating into the 
system the subconscious mental procedure of the bridge experts 
and tournament players, so that the average player may learn 
and employ them without difficulties. Through a new table 
of honor tricks, by simple counting, the average player will 
be able to bid his hands in the same fashion as the expert does. 
No longer will the player have to restrain himself from bidding 
a hand which looks good to him, and which heretofore could 
not be bid because Culbertson said that you needed two and 
one-half honor tricks with a five-card rebiddable suit to open 
the bidding. Many of the. players who up till now were mysti- 
fied to some extent when they read the : newspaper reports of 
how certain hands were bid in tournaments will now bid these 
hands the same way, just by learning the new Culbertson 
valuation tables. Culbertson is reducing the strength required 
for the so-called biddable suits, as well as for some of the 
opening bids. The forcing two bid, which was first introduced 
by Culbertson and has never been changed up till now, will 
be considerably modified, and provisions are being made that 
this bid, which so far appeared at the bridge table only on the 
average of about once in every six rubbers, will occur much 


more frequently.

UNDER THE NEW rules, singletons, even the lonely 
deuce, heretofore uncountable in the bidding, have been in- 
cluded in the Culbertson honor-trick table to be considered 
in the same category with the ace, king and queen. Minimum 
iddable suits have been reduced to queen, four, three and 
Fece, in place of the previous rock bottom of queen, jack, 
s and deuce, and even weak five-card suits, such as from 
Mfeuce to six, may be bid at times. Such suits have been list- 
ed as “conditional biddable suits,” however, because they may 
be bid only under certain circumstances, Opening one-bid 
requirements have been reduced, and responses to keep the 
bidding open have been correspondingly increased. While the 
minimum biddable hand for years was two-and-a-half honor 
tricks, the new rules permit opening bids on barely more than 
two, where there are certain distributions which are automat- 
ically revealed to average players by the inclusion of single- 
tons in the honor-trick table. Requirements for an opening 
e@ne-no-trump bid have been reduced to simplify no-trump 
bidding. The two-no-trump “bust response,” which had been 
unchanged for 12 years, has been altered. Previously used 
to show that the responding hand had only one honor trick 
or less, the two-no-trump “bust response” now may be used 
to show the lack of any long suits as well as the lack of high 
ecards in the responding hand, even to disclose the Yarborough 
hand—one in which there isn’t even a ten-spot. The change 
in this long-standing fixture, Culbertson said, has made the 
two-no-trump “bust response” more of a bust response than

My correspondent has indeed 
placed his finger on one of the 
glaring deficiencies in the average 
player's game. North in this deal 
proved that he could not or would 
not visualize a powerful hand op- 
posite him. When South, having 
first doubled for a takeout, and 
having received no encouragement, 
whatever from the North player, 
proceded to bid up to the nine trick 
level alone, he announced that he 
expected to take at least eight 
tricks. North could augment this 
by one certain trick, the heart ace, 
and it would be unlucky and un- 
usual indeed if North’s combination 
of doubleton spade, diamond jack, 
and club queen, in connection with 
South’s cards, failed to produce the 
needed tenth ‘fick. Admittedly, 
North’s holding, even in connection 
with South’s bidding, was not such 
as to guarantee that a game could 


. be made, but such guarantees are 


notably lacking in even the best 
bidding. 


It is true that North could take 
no action over West’s two spade 
bid, but it is at least equally true 
that he could have raised South’s 
three heart bid to game. (Obvious- 
ly, the extra trick actually taken 
by South must have been the result 
of a misplay on the part of the op- 
ponents, since they could always 
take one spade, one diamond and 
one club.) North should have felt 
pretty silly that it was only through 
East’s action in reopening the bid- 
ding with his three spade bid that 
South, taking the bit in his teeth, 
could compensate for North’s pusil- 
lanimity. 

It is easy to imagine what moti- 
vated South in going to four hearts, 
despite hig partner’s pass. For one 
thing, he undoubtedly knew that 
North was a timid bidder. For an- 
other, there was reason to hope, 
merely on the strength of the op- 
ponents’ spade bidding, that North 
would turn up with a singleton 
spede, if with no other values. 
South then could probably ruff out 
his losing spades and also lead.a 
diamond toward the king, the ace 
figuring to be in East’s hand. This, 
however, was pure speculation; the 
partners should have arrived at 
game through the more logical pro- 
cesz of co-operation, 

Incidentally, having bid -the op- 
ponents up to four hearts, East 
would have been better advised to 
“save” at four spades, which could 
not have been severely defeated,
